But unfortunately this is the 


familiar American political story 
of a good man from the wrong 
slale. Virginia is not the pivot state 
that New York is, or Ohio, or In- 
diana. The changeable states of 
the North and Middle West usually 
furnish our presidential timber be- 
cause the candidate himself brings 
an electoral vote which simply 
wouldn't bo there without him. 


History discloses that the stales 


of Ihe Solid South have furnished 
more than their share of the na- 
tion's able leaders; but, national 
politics being what it is, then 
careers are doomed to stop just 
short of the presidency. 


Their influence and power are 


tremendous despite this political 
handicap. Senator Byrd has been 
an 
outstanding, 
quotable figure 


ever since he entered the senate. 


And, for all we know, our country 


which has broken nearly every 
other tradition in recent years, may 
yet break the tradition that a pres- 
ident must originate from a polit- 
ically doubtful state.

The status of the 
war in that area can be summar- 
ized in a few words, and I only 
hope the readers of this column 
won't be too shocked by the de- 
finitely ominous factors. 


Our government is aware of the 


danger, as are the 
responsible 


heads of our armed forces. 
They 


know of the long and bitter and 
bloody battles which face us be- 
fore the Japanese bow in defeat 
as they must in the end. 


But a spirit 
of 
complacency 


seems to permeate the attitude of 
the average American, 
especially 


those who live in the East and Mid- 
vwest. 
, I have been asked many times 
Why I didn't say so while I was in 
Tokyo 
instead of now — if Ja- 


pan was so strong. Well, this is 
the reason. Japan didn't fool us. 
She wasn't strong. We were \veak 
and with typical American confi- 
dence we looked on Japan as a 
push-over. 
'Now Japan is strong. She has a 


* carefully planned program of at- 
• tack. In ninety days she seized 


a rich and vast empire, and since 
that time she has done nothing but 


. prepare for the inevitable attack 


from the United Nations to regain 


, it. 
j 
Any attempt to wrest this terri- 


tory from her will be costly in both 
men and materials. Japan knows 
that. Now she can sit back and 
wait for a stalemate. She has ac- 
complished her objectives in this 
war, even more than Hitler. 


This is not to be taken as criti- 


cism of our strategy in the war. 
But this much is 
obvious. 
We 


played into the hands of the Jap- 
anese once by believing the life- 
.blood of that empire 
had 
been 


drained away by the long China af- 
fair. 


Now we say, with the same con- 


fidence, that once we have Hitler 
out of the way we will turn on 
Japan and — just as easy as blow- 
ing out a candle — we will take 
her into camp. 


Nothing fits better into the Jap- 


anese program than our policy of 
devoting most of our attention to 
the Atlantic. It gives Japan time 
to consolidate and exploit all of her 
'vast Oriental plunder. 


Pearl Harbor was not the only

trick of which the Japanese are 
capable. They have gambled from 
the first on a stalemate, 
which 


would be a victory for them. Let 
us suppose that after Hitler is de- 
feated that the militarists osten- 
sibly are discredited, that a sup- 
posedly mild cabinet of business- 
men takes over. 


They could — and would — say 


blandly that they were the respon- 
sible, reelectable faction in Japan, 
the people we could deal within 
safety. 


Let us not be duped by any such
